Curbing the Squelchers 


While legalists and appeasers continue to 
dredge up reasons why Gov . Faubus and his 
backens should hav e had a free rein in Little 
Rock, the newest and most important dev elop­ 
ment in that beleaguered city is the apptarance 
of local opposition to the segregationists. 


It is originating chiefly in the religious organi­ 
zations of the city. But it is drawing support 
from all Arkansans who hav e been offended by 
their gov trnor’s tactics. One of his tactics was 
to squelch this opposition before it could be 
heard. The reason 
why 
federal 
interv ention 
inflamed the Faubisites so deeply was that it 
curbed their squelching tactics. 
Arkansas has been prpgressiv e about desegre­ 
gation. The Little Rock episode was contrary to 
widespread opinion in the state that desegrega­ 
tion was acceptable public policy. When Gov . 
Faubus misused his authority to create the Little 
Rock incident, he steam-rollered the opinion that 
desegregation should go forward in an orderly 
way. 
This opinion now has a chance to reassert 
itself. The withdrawal of federal interv ention 
has begun. Instead of leav ing a v acuum, the 
withdrawal may v ery well be offset by an 
organized local opposition to Gov . Faubus and 
his backers in and out of Arkansas that will 
dpstroy them locally.

The law in question—known as 
the “Posse Comitatus Act“—was 
originally passed in 1878 but was 
restated and recodified by Congress 
on Aug. 10,* 19 56, and now reads 
as follows: 
“Whoev er, except in cases and 
circumstances expressly authorized 
by the Constitution or act of Con­ 
gress, willfully uses any part of 
the Army or the Air Force as a 
posse comitatus or otherwise to ex­ 
ecute the laws shall be fined not 
more than $10,000 or imprisoned 
not more than two years, or both. 
This section does not appiy to 
Alaska.“ 


I t Was Not Wasted 


;The U.S. Budget Bureau’s report that federal 
spending this year will be higher than Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower said it was going to be, de­ 
spite all that budget slashing by penny-pinching 
congressmen, wraps up the big budget bumble 
of 19 57. 
But before dismissing it as a bad joke played 
on taxpayers by tax spenders, there is this to 
consider: 
The budget-slashing was not wasted. It re­ 
duced the federal gov ernment’s commitments 
to spend money in the future by perhaps as 
much as fiv e billion dollars, ev en if it shav ed 
nothing off spending for the current fiscal year. 


Furthermore, it kept politicians from loading 
up the pending budget with a few billion dollars’ 
worth of gimcracks; that sort of thing has been 
rpled out temporarily. 
The Budget Bureau says that 200 million 
more than the President called for will be 
spent before next July 1 — 72 billion, instead 
of ^l.S billion. That is cutting it pretty dose. 
It also says rev enue will be 100 million under 
tie 73.5 billion estimate made last January, 
Which is cutting it ev en closer. 
In any ev ent, all the hoorah about budget- 
ototting brought about no net sav ing, although 
it may hav e dipped as much as 5 billion off 
fOure spending. 


ORIGINALLY this law. as passed 
in 1878, contained a reference only 
to the Army. But in 1956, when 
all federal laws were recodified to 
eliminate surplus language and to 
bring the phraseology up to date, 
the words “Air Force” were in­ 
cluded. 
As one lawyer, now retired from 
a legal branch of the armed serv ­ 
ices, writes: 
“Obv iously the only reason for 
this statute and its predecessor is 
to insure the people against the 
use of troops to enforce a ' court 
order: otherwise, the law has no 
meaning whatsoev er.” 
There is, of course, no act of 
Congress 
which 
ha« 
“expressly 
authorized” the use of federal 
troops to enforce a court order. 
The three sections of federal 
law which were cited by President 
Eisenhower in h i s proclamation 
ordering federal troops 
i n t o 
Arkansas hav e been restricted by 
the abov e-quoted “Posse Comitatus 
Act.” 
There is. moreov er, no prov ision 
in the Constitution by which the 
use of troops to enforce court 
orders is “expressly authorized.** 
The Constitution says the presi­ 
dent “shall take care that the laws 
be faithfully executed,” but it does 


not say he can use any means he 
pleases. 
The statutes specify the means 
w he r e by marshals a n d the 
thousands of citizens who may be 
deputized 
to 
act 
as 
assistant 
marshals can enforce the laws of 
the United States. It is sThiiahwsi 
the United States. This is what is 
known as a “posse com itatus' en­ 
gaged in “civ il process.’* 


THERE ARE those who argue 
that, since the Constitution itself 
mentions “the supreme law of the 
land,” the president may take any 
means he wishes to enforce any 
law. Here, howev er, is exactly 
what the Constitution says: 
“This Constitution, and the laws 
of the United States which shall be 
made in pursuance thereof; and all 
treaties made, or which shall be 
made, under the authority of the 
United States, shall be the supreme 
law of the land.** 
Nothing is said to the effect that 
decisions of the Supreme Court or 
orders or mandates of the courts 
interpreting the Consttuton 
are 
“the supreme law of the land ’* 
As one eminent lawyer writes: 
“No federal or state court of 
record in America has ev er held 
that a decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States or that 
of any other federal court is ‘the 
law of the land.* 
“Each decision is nev er anything 
more than the law of the case 
actually decided by the court and 
binding only upon the parties to 
that case and no others.** 


SINCE THE Supreme Court has 
been rev ersing itself on sev eral 
constitutional issues for more than 
100 years now, the use of troops 
to enforce an order on which the 
court could later be prov ed wrong 
might do irreparable damage. 
This is why the late Charles War­ 
ren, himself an assistant attorney 
general and regarded as the na­ 
tion’s most noted historian in the 
field of the judiciary, says in his 
monumental “History of the Su­ 
preme Court of the United States,** 
page 748. v olume II: 
“Howev er the court may inter­ 
pret the prov isions of the Constitu­ 
tion, it is still the Constituion 
which is the law and not the de­ 
cision of the court.’* 
Only Congress, therefore, c a n 
pass any law that becomes truly 
“the law of the land.” 
Only Congress can authorize the 
use of federal troops to enforce a 
law. Only the people themselv es 
can amend the Constitution.

Or escort feeble old ladies to the 
proper pew? 
Not so, contends a 69 -year-old 
Nebraska educator who is the ori­ 
ginator, 
proprietor and 
sole in­ 
structor in a unique school 
for 
church ushers. 
He is Ev erett M. 
Hosman of 
Omaha, retired dean of the Col­ 
lege of Adult Education at t h e 
Univ ersity of Omaha and for many 
years a trustee of the First Metho­ 
dist Church in Omaha. 
Hosman’s school for ushers 
is 
now in its 14th year and has been 
conducted for 20,000 persons in 18 
states and Canada. Classes 
are 
scheduled this fall at Ames, la., 
Houston, Chicago and Pine Riber, 
Minn, 
Thousands more 
ha v e 
learned 
through 
corespondence 
courses. 
The 10 - hour course graduates 
men who conduct their duties with 
a boutonniere in their lapel and a 
quiet dignity in their appearance. 
The properly trained usher, says 
Hosman, “does not slap you on tae 
back, grip your hand too 
hard, 
prod 
you 
toward 
your seat or 
snoop to see how much you leav e 
in the collection plate.” 
“You’re in the Lord’s House.” 
he admonishes, “so don't act like 
the dev il.” 
Hosman’s students hav e includ­ 
ed Protestants, Catholics, 
Jews 
and ev en one class of Buddhists. 
Ushers % n’t hav e to dress like 
undertakers, he says but neither 
should they “look like sports.” For 
the small church where limited fi­ 
nancial means may rule out all 
ushers dressing alike, uniformity 


can be easily obtained if ev ery­ 
body wears identical boutonnieres. 
Gum chewing, pens in suit pock­ 
ets, 
loud ties and strong after­ 
shav e lotion affe taboo. 
The diploma' » he r won’t allow 
persons to leav e too much space or 
crowd 
until it’s uncomfortable. 
He’ll greet church members by 
name if possible, and look upon 
new persons as ‘v isitors,” 
n o t 
strangers. 
Chronic back-pew occupier can 
sometimes be worked forward a 
few rows at a time and ov er a 
period of months they’ll be sitting 
in the front pews. Most ministers 
look with disfav or on v acant front 
rows. 
Children, especially those 
who 
look like wigglers, belong in 
the 
back. Doctors should be 
seated 
where they can be reached easily 
in case of an emergency and if 
j 
someone faints, the usher should 
be first with the smelling salts. 
Hosman says the best usher is 
ov er 25. not too tall or too short, 
married, a community leader and 
one whose presence is “apparent 
but not obv ious.” 
Just about the most embarras­ 
sing thing that can happen to an 
usher is to drop the 
collection 
plate. What is the school solution? 
“Pick up the plate but trust to 
honesty 
and 
leav e 
the 
money 
where it fell,” says Hosman.

WASHINGTON up - President 
Eisenhower finally has spelled out 
a bill of particulars against Ar­ 
kansas Gov . Orv al E. Faubus. 
He tried, as is his custom, to 
av oid personalities. He said it’s 
not his practice to interpret peo­ 
ple’s motiv es. 
But he did say, under question­ 
ing at his news conference Thurs­ 
day, that be believ es Faubus “is 
mistaken in what he is doing, and 
is doing a disserv ice to the city of 
Little Rock and to his state.” 
It is no surprise^hat the Presi­ 
dent feels this way about Faubus. 
But this was the first time he had 
spelled it out and explained why 
he felt that way. 
And so it is now possible to giv e 
each man’s v iewpoint, in his own 
words, on the school integration 
deadlock at Little Rock: 
1. 
Eisenhower 
says 
Fajbus’ 
calling out the National Guard to 
keep nine Negro children from at­ 
tending a white school was “defi­ 
nite, direct defiance” of a federal 
court order. Faubus says trouble 
would hav e broken out (as it later 
did) if be hadn’t mustered the 
Guard. He says maintaining law 
and order was his primary re­ 
sponsibility. 
2. Eisenhower says he thought 
“ at the v ery least,” after his 
Sept. 14 talk with Faubus at New­ 
port, R.I., the gov ernor’s orders 
to the Guard would be “mod­ 
ified.” But Faubus made no spe­ 
cific promise in the statement he 
issued after that meeting. He said 
only that he expected to obey 
court rulings on integration but 
(A) he hoped the federal gov ern­ 
ment would be “patient and un­ 
derstanding,” 
and 
(B) 
in 
the 
meantime it was “essential” to 
maintain law and order. 
3. Eisenhower says he and the 
four Southern gov ernors who tried 
this week to mediate the dispute 
“had an understanding” with Fau­ 
bus which would hav e led to with­ 
drawal 
of 
federal 
troops. 
The 
President soys, howev er, Faubus’ 
assurances did not turn out to be 
“satisfactory 
and 
unequiv ocal.*’ i 
Faubus says they were exactly 
j 
that, and he says he won’t go one 
step farther. 
In 
plain 
language, 
then, 
the 
President says the gov ernor has
